^tWTtMr HAllBOB, Mich., Sept. 7.— The 
most horrible holocanst with great loss 
of life that hat ersr ooc a ired in this 
port of the state ooonrred Saturday 
niplit at midnight, wlieii Yfirc's opera 
hoase took Ore. and in the fight to save 
the bnildfiit and other blodii adjoiiUng 
11 firemen, one a volunteer, met their 
death at uuo fell swoop, the death being 
Instantaneons with flye of them, rit 
living only a few hours in awfol agony, 
while ureral others met with severe 
jrnisc* and bums. 

During the evening the play "A Foc- 
tory Girl" had been given by local tal- 
ent, and the home had closed bat a half 
hnnr before the Are was discovered. 
The building was filled from basement 
to the foarth atuny with a ■offooatlng 
■moke, whleh hiant fhto a (riieet of 

flames throuphont tlio riitiro audience 
room almost instantaneously before the 
fire department could respond with i\ 
single stream of water, there being 
some confusion at the outset owing tu 
lack of hook and ladder facilities being 
■hort, although the local Are companies 
had that day closed a two days' tourna- 
ment, exhibiting much skill in quick 
work. 

St. Joseph was called on for assist- 
ance at the outset, they approaching the 
ImildingB tbikoogti tax alley unloading 
ladders in the rear of the building and 

while hnistitiK' them the upper walls 
fell over without a second's warning, 
covering the men which was Krlttteased 
by hundreds of speotators.

The cause of the firo is a mystery, 
several theories from a cigar stub to a 
lamp explosion are given. Ouy Pres- 
oott is under arrest as being one who 
knows of Iht origin; bat when asked 
by a reporter the cause, remarked that 
"he was not going to give anybody 
away," assuming that ho wu.s in ]K>8se8> 
siou of facts that caused his detention. 
The building was comparatively new, 
having been eivoted seven years ago at 
a cost of 140.000. by Patrick Yore, a 
wealthy fanner, who bad since leased 
it to J. A. Simon, who has had charge 
for six years.

A nigh wind prevailed which caused

HockSr was ds s twyed 
with no insurance. 

Thousands witnessed the cnnflargra- 
tion, and with difficulty crowds were 
kept out of danger's way. 

This calamity is a greater shock to the 
twin cities than the Ohioora's loss a 
year and a half ago, owing to its sod- 
denness and detftmotlve results. 

The inquest over the rt inaiiis was 
coiiimeiiced, niul the exaniiiiatioii con- 
tinued till the que.sri"ii of live electric 
wires was reached, when an adjourn- 
ment was made till next Tuesday after- 
noon, when young Fresoott will prob* 
ably be put on the stand.

DR. GEORGE BROWN GOODE DEAD. 

Ue Was AMiatant|SaortiUrr of tba Sinltb- 
soaisd lasUtata. 

WAtHnroToir, Sepi 7.— Dr. George 
Brown Ooode, assistant secretary of the 

Smithsonian Institution, and probably 
the leading authority on fish and fish- 
eries in the United States, died here last 
night of bronchial pneumonia, aged 45 
years. He was a native of Indiana. Dr. 
Ctoodelo published papers include about 
100 titles on topics in ichthyology, 
nuisi'um administration and fish econ- 
omy. From 1M74 till 18S7 he held tho 
office of chief of the division of fisher- 
ies in the SinitliKonian, and on the or- 
gani/.ation of the National UUSenm be- 
came it.s assistant director. 

The natural history of tlie United 
States government at the Philadelpliia 
centennial was under his supervision. 
Professor IJoodo was commissioner to 
the international fishery e.xhibitions in 
Berlin in isso ami in London in lh>^:); 
was statistical i xperr in connection with 
the Halifax fisheries comiui.s^i' m and 
was in charge of the lisherie.s division of 
the tenth census. He traveleit throutrli 
Europe for the purpose of studying tae 
administration of public museums, and 
made explorations in Florida and the 
Bermudas. In August, l^^b7, he suc- 
ceeded Spencer F. Baird as fish commis- 
sioner, and filled that position in addi- 
tion to his other duties. He retaine<l it 
only until tho law could be amended, 
making the office an independent one. 
He was also a member of many of the 
leading scientific sooietiM of thisoouu- 
try and abroad. 

DEMAND lFOf r~COMM ERCIAL MEN. 

Eaglaad aa4 Oatasaar Impravtay Thalr 

Conanlar Service. 
Washin'citox, Sept. 7.— Thomas Ew- 
ing Moore, United States commercial 
agent at Weimar, has called the atten- 
tion of the department of state to the 
fact that the British government has 
taken steps to supplement Its oonsular 
service by the appointment of commer- 
cial attaches. So far two of these at- 
taches have been appointed, one at Ber- 
hn, whoso field comprises Gtrmany, 
Netherlands and Scandinavia, and one 
at Madrid for Spain and Portugal. 

The duties of these officials are to re- 
lieve the consuls of tho work of intro- 
ducing British goods into foreign mar- 
kets, and the beginning of this service 
has been noted with alarm by England's 
greatest trade competitor, Germany, 
where the press has begun already an 
i^iritation looking to the reform of the 
German consular service to meet Eng- 
land's action, involving a special educa- 
tion and preparation of young men for 
a consular career. It is demanded that 
the consular oflUcers bo men commer- 
cially and technically trained, or else 
that they be suppttsd With qpeoially 
trained assiatiutts. 

Mr. Moore ittribatss this ayitation in 
both England and Ottrmany for remod- 
eling of the oonsnlaurtorvice to a percep- 
tion Qf the excellent results attending 
the development by the United States 
of a system of special oonWlar reports 
upon matters calculated to benefit 
AmerioHi prodnoon and nMrohanti. 

London, Sept. 7.— In spite of the offl- 
cial statements to the effect tliut the 
visit of tho secretary of tho colonies, 
Mr Joseph Chamberlain, to the United 
States is i)urely a pi'rsoiuil trip, it is 
learned that he will make a point of see- 
ing Secretai-y Oliiey. Tho lii itish am- 
bassador at Washington, Sir Julian 
I'aunceforte, is still in England, and 
iherel'oro there is nothing to pn v( nt 
Mr. Chamberlain from personally set- 
tling the Venezuelan question with Mr. 
Oto^.

Lo.vLxjN, Sept. 7. — Tho recent atroci 
ties at Constantinople have been thor- 
oughly and earnestly dlscossad by all 
c l asses during the past week, and have 
aroused the wrath of Europe to such 
an extent tliat they will probably com- 
pel action upon the part of at least soiiio 
of the powers, and force the sultan to 
make a radical change in the admlni 
tration of his empire. 

There is already evidence that the 
bugbear of a general European war is 
no longer sufficient toguarant -e Turkey 
immmiity for its misdeeds. The war 
ships of v.irious nations are Kathering 
in the Levant, led by a squadron con- 
sisting of a score of British ships, which 
are ready to respond to a sign fMm Sir 
Philip Currie the British ambassador at 
Ck>nstantinople. The latter arrived at 
his post Saturday, armed, it is under 
stood, with definite instructions from 
the Marquis of Salisbury to compel obe 
dience tu certain demands upon the part 
of Great Britain, either in C(jnjuction 
with the representatives of other powers 
or, failing, tlien to v.ikv action aloin 

That Great Ihitain means business is 
emphasized by the fact that prior to his 
departure Sir Philiii Currie received a 
comiiiniiication from the queen for de- 
livery personally to the sultan. In this 
comniuiiir;ii 11)11 it is believed her maj- 
esty conveys to the sultan a kindly 
w.Trniiiu' the ai)proacliiiig storm.

LYNCHI NG PREV ENTgP. 

Three Wegroaa SiBaff l«d Oat at B«m- 
staa4 For Safaty. 

PiTT.siu Kii, Sept.* 7. — I'ronijjt action 
by the pulico authorities yest(jrday pre- 
vented a probabh) lynching at Home- 
stead. Early yesterday morning four 
negroes broke Into the residence of Wil- 
liam Marsh, a prominent picture dealer 
(ff Homestead, for the purpose of rob- 
bery and probably .i more heinous 
crime. They entered the sleeiiiug apart- 
ment of Mr. Marsh's three daughters 
and upon di.'^covery, one of the negroes 
tried to strangle Miss Annie Marsh. 

The father being aroused, came fb the 
rescue, and the negroes tied. One of 
them, Isaac Mills, jumped from the 
second-story window, and was so badly 
hurt that he will probably die. The 
others were arrested soon after and 
placed in the lockup. The feeling 
against the negroes was intense, and a 
crowd of about 800 had planned t<^ 
lynch thcvi but the police official 
smuggled them out of town and lodged 
thsSiVlel yiii jaU in this eity .

Twenty-five or 30 ix'rsi)ns participat- 
ed.

NtAOABA Valtj!, Sept. 7.— The special 
train bearing Li Hung Chang aii'l Ins 
party arrived here at noon yesterday. 
Kain w.is fulling at the tiuK^, and the 
visitors daiiiiMiied their blouses and 
gold lace somewhat in the journey to 
the Cataract House, where rooms had 
been engaged. Imme(Uately upon ar- 
riving here Li sat for a dentist and had 
his teeth examined. 

The rain was a great disapjiointnient, 
as tlie viceroy was very tlesirous of vis- 
iting the American fulls in the after- 
noon. There was no cessation until 
shortly ;ifter .i o'dock, when the sun 
struggled through the clouds. Car- 
riages were (juickly summoned and tii'5 
visitors sijent two hours in inspecting 
the wonders of Niagar.i. 

At the electric power house of the 
Niagara Falls Power company, the dis- 
tinguistied vistor iiad his first experi- 
ence with American electricity, the re- 
sult lieing as startling as it was unex- 
pected. With his usual curiosity and 
desire to make personal investiga'ion of 
the machinery before liiin, be pcki'd at 
a switrhljoard with his walking stick. 
The metal ferrule dosed a circuit in- 
stantly and Li's stick was violently 
thrown from bis grasp. He was na- 
turally inucli astonished at the effect of 
the stick's contact with tiit^ switch- 
board, but fortunately he suffered no 
damage beyond a good scare. How- 
over, ho decided tliat ho had seen 
enough and went to his rooms, whwe 
he remained until evening. 

S.aturday night Li and his party 
passed their first night in an American 
sleeping car. Bef<»e this novelty they 
enjoyed diuner in a dining cor. This 
meal, which was especially prepared by 
the Pennsylvania railroad car people 
was quite elaborate. The menu cord 
was uecorated with the American and 
Chinese flags intertwined and a fac- 
simile of the autograph of Earl Li, done 
in yellow. 

After eating a rather hearty snpper 
Li sent for George W. Boyd, assistant 
general passenger agent of the Pennsyl- 
vania, who piloted the train over the 
lines of his companv, and spent about 
two hours questioning him about rail- 
roads. He had a map of the United 
States before him, and once he branched 
off to the war of the rebellion, asking 
the names of the states that seceded 
from the Union. 

Tlie deep interest he shows in rail- 
road matters convinces those who have 
paid attention to the subject that his 
principal object in visiting this country 
is to study American railway construc- 
tion and management with a view to 
the adoption of some of the features iu 
a pr(iiH)8(!d general extension of tho 
Chinese railway system. In fact, the 
viceroy intimated that he is negotiating 
for the services of an American civil en- 
gineer, who, if he accepts tlie (itfer 
made him. will go to China in the iie.ir 
future and take ciiargo of the railway 
extension sclienie now being outliiiecl. 
Li says there are (jnly about 2(M miles 
t)f single track railr<;ad in China at 
present. Only tiireo trains are run 
each day and there is no traffic at night 
the system being so crude and tiie lia- 
bility to accident a constant menace. 

After viewing the Canadian falls Li 
will hurry on to Toronto and start on 
his long Journey via tlie Canadian Pa- 
cific to Vancouver, lie will embark on 
the steamsliip Emi)ress of China on 
Sejit. 14, reaching Yokohama 14 days 
later. At Yokohama a Chinese warshiji 
will bi' in waiting for the viceroy aii<l 
a journey of si.\ days to Shanghai will 
complete liis trip arouud the world.

Consul (joneral Lee lia.« submitted a full 
report to the state department at Wash- 
ington in reference to the niurdi r of 
Charles (jovin, au American newspaper 
correspondent in Cuba. It is stated 
that previous to receiving instructions 
to do so he made a demand on Captain 
General Weyler, re(iui'sting that the 
officer commanding the Spanish troops 
who sustained the ( iigagi'inent w ith tlie 
insurgent Colonel Valencia's forces be 
required to produce Gtovin if living, or 
to aoootuit lor the manner of the latter's 
death. 

It is said that the information relative 
to the killing of young Govin was ob- 
tained by the consul general direct from 
the man who was hiding with him on 
the night of Jnly 0. The following 
morning Uovin was tied to Artnra 
Adrian and Adolfo Miyares and taken 
from the settlement at San Matias by a 
company of Spanish infantry. This 
was the last seen of him, except that on 
the night of July 10 Spaiiisli soldiers 
said that Govin had bei'ii killed tliat 
day with ma"hetes. The captain gen- 
eral informed Mr. Lee that Covin had 
been captured while wounded, and had 
died the following daj-, despite tlu; med- 
ical attention given him. The consul 
general was not satisfied with this an- 
swer, and reneweil his demand for the 
fullest investigation. ,
